He 
is perfectly honest in his dealings, 
and a cut in the price of grist-grind- 
ing by a competitor worries him not, 
for, as lie says, "God makes de wind 
and when do wind blow I 
grinds," and he has an advantage 
over the competitor, as it costs him 
nothinij for fuel. 

'She building being octagonal, its 
dimensions are larger than one would 
think at a casual glance. It has a 
diameter of 40 feet, tapering to about 
25 at a height of 40. The main 
arms, of which there are four, each 
35 feet in length, are of hewn oak, 
ten inches at the largest end and 
tapering to about six, and are firmly 
fastened to an axle on top of the 
mill, and to this main axle or shaft 
the machinery is attached. It is 
necessary, as is the case with mod- 
em windmills, to keep the fans facing 
that point from which the wind is 
coming, and this mill is not so auto- 
matic in its construction as modern 
1 are. As the wind changes it 
has to be turned by hand. This is 
accomplished by a long sweep or 
pole, which is framed Into the roof, 
extending to within a few feet of the 
ground, to the end of which a chain 
can be attached. The other end of 
the chain is attached to a capstan, 
and when the miller fiads the mill 
out of wind he drags the capstan 
ahead a few feet, where it is caught 
by anchor poets set for that purpose, 
and with a Umee draws the sweep 
around iuAQ tlw. proper point Is 
reached. 

The arms, as they revolve to the 
higho.st point, rea<.^h a heii,'ht of 80 
feet, and although at a distance they 
seem to be moving very slowly, in 
fact they pass a given point at the 
rate of 25 miles an hour^ with a 30- 
horse power. No one knows how 
the machinery of the inside ie con- 
structed, but it is sui>pf)sed, like 
that of the exterior, to be a counter- 
part of the mills in Ilolkuid. When 
any part needs repairing Shastag, 
unaided and alone, makes the change. 

Telephones and Lightning. 

Investigations carried on for sev- 
eral years have shown that the in- 
troduction of the telephone has 
greatly lessened the danger from 
lightning. German statisticians 
have established data secured by ob- 
servation of 4,374 buildings in cities 
without the telephone and 37,444 in 
cities which have telephone service. 
The annual average of lightning 
striking these houses for the past five 
years shows that fr.ur of the 4,374 
"buildings in cities without telephone.? 
were struck, while only two of the 
37,444 houses in cities with telephone 
service suffered in that way. The 
proportion pro rata in 100,000 houses 
would be 01 to 5, which proves how 
much less ilie dang(-r from lightning 
is in cities where the telephone is in- 
troducx'd than in those without it.

IN THE PATHOF A BULLET. 

A Plate of Glass Shattered by the 
Preceding Air Wave. 

Prof. Boys, of London, recently 
delivered an illustrated lecture 
which he showed photographs of the 
Lee-Metford bullet as it passed 
through a quarter-inch sheet of 
glass. Just before the btillet touched 
the sheet the air wave cut a disk of 
glass about half an inch in diametei 
clean out At the sanw time the 
glass around the hole was crushed 
into powder and driven back at an 
extremely rajiid rate. The glass stuck 
to the bullet for a short time after it 
had passed through, the disk being 
driven out in front of the "bot 
wave." In this experiment the waves 
causwl bv the vibrations of the glass 
were plainly shown. A photograph 
of the bullet after it had cleared the 
glass by nine inches Showed the re- 
mainder of the glass intaet, but 
when the bullet had prooasded an- 
other 16 inches the sheet ol glass 
was seen to break and fall to frag- 
ments. 

Ancient Oak. 

Among the Interesting relics of 
Bishiip Hendrix's life in China is a 
pieture frame of oak dug from be- 
neath the foundation of the Chinese 
wall, where it is supposed to have 
lain since the year 214 B. C. Seward 
Tabor, who carved the frame, found 
the wood almost black and nearly 
hard aa iron. Not only is the frame 
an object of interast; tlia picture it 
surrounds is « nm^ty— A bai i dto m e 
photograph of Viceroy LI Hung 
Chang, with that distinguished 
statesman's autograph iji native 
characters adown the bonier. The 
photograph was a present to tlie 
bishop from the \'iceroy. The frame 
was obtained in the rough from some 
British contractors who were blast- 
ing out piling under a section of tlie 
wall, preparatory to repairs of the 
masonry.

"6. That these lamentable condi- 
tions have l)een produced b} anti-sil- 
ver legislation.

If 
auy or all of the propositions are 
true, the honest journabst, with the 
capacity to understand the principles 
involved, can not conaiatently abatain 
from giving the graateat publicity 
possible. 

"We challenge the editor of the 
papers named, and of any other, to 
pomt out a single flaw or error in any 
proposition of the seven, aud if this 
can t be done, we ask, in the name of 
the people, what! interests they 
are serving, and what consideration, 
in kind and amount, they are receiving 
in conniving at the iniquitvT It will

JAPAN'S NEW MONOPOLY. 

All the World Must Now Go to Her 
for Camphor. 

One of the unconsidered triites 
that the mikado has picked up as the 
rcs-dtof the Chinese war is the mo- 
notX)ly of camphor, says the Indian 
Agriculturist. That drug is pro- 
duced only in Japan and Formosa 
and, though a variety known as Bor- 
neo camphor is obtained from Borneo 
and Sumatra, it cannot compete with 
the product of the evergreen laurel 
of the eastern Asiatic islands. In- 
smuch as camphor, apart from its 
lany and varied therapeutic uses, is 
a essential ingredient in the com- 
position of nearly all the new ex- 
plosives, the demand for it is very 
large. 

The Japanese are well aware of the 
valuable monopoly they have blun- 
dered upon rather than sought, and 
have already be^n to limit the ex- 
port by imposmg duties. As a 
natural consequence the price of the 
drug has risen rapidly since the war 
came to an end and bids fair to rise 
higher. Happily the commercial in^ 
stinct of the Japanese statesmen is 
as sound as their political instinct, 
and they are not likely to abuse the 
monopoly they have acquired by 
forcing the price up to prohibitive 
rates. 

The chief concern of the Japanese 
government will for some time to 
come be the finding of money to pay 
for the ships and mimitions of war 
which will secure the mikado in the 
pOMesrioB of «he spoils he has al- 
iMdy won. Properiy bandied and 
^pIb^ administered camphor should 
prove avaloable source of revenue and 
OOntribote a handsome quota Uiward 
ttie COt$ of' the military preparatioi 
which pertain to tlie peace of the 
dragon kingdom.

Driven out 
of Corea few years ago with a price 
upon his head, after the failure of an 
attempt to introduce reforms into 
the kingdom, he came to this coun- 
try and became a laborer in the de- 
partment of education in Washing- 
ton at $30 a month.

A St Louis exchange calls atten- 
tion to the singularity of our custdm 
of placing the dollar mark l3<?foro the 
ligu'-es, instead of idUT, without 
pving the real explanation. A lii<,'h 
authority says that the explanaiiuu 
is found in tnr^ fact tliat in the 
colonial times, when the word dollar 
was Americanized, its equivalent 
was the Spanish "piece of e^bt," or 
eight "reals," later known as the 
'York shilling." At first the ab- 
Hvviniion for a dc^iUnr w.is the figure 
■mht l>-t\v,. .a tv.-o .straight linos, and 
U>n tlio two linos w.>r- di-awn 
hrcutrh the eight. After awhile the 
'i^'ht it.sclf was changed just a little, 
naking the sign stand as now in use. 
This is a highly probable explana- 
tion. In all civilized countries money 
marks are in use and our St Louis 
exchange throws Sicnne interesting 
light on the custltfiif when It says: 
In every country which has a 
rittcn language and a system of 
•ioage the abbreviation for the unit 
of value precedes the figures. In 
England the pound mark is usod ia 
manner that the dollar 
mark is used in this country, while 
the same peculiarity is noticeable in 
Germany, where the abbreviation 
'm." (for mark) appears preceding 
the number, just as the French ab- 
breviation ' fr." (for franc) is usod in 
France. 

If the abbreviations are not used 
the legend js more apt to bo correct. 
We find that in Mexico they have a 
■'2} pesos" instead of "p. 2i," as one 
might expect, and in Newfoundland 
they have a plain $2 piece. So, too, 
France, where the abbreviation is 
not used, we find such pieces as "10 
francs," "20 francs" and "40 francs." 

Germany they have a piece 
marked "X thaler," which is all very 
plain, but the moment a clerk, book- 
keeper or other person makes an 
entry or jots down a memorandum 
he tells you that it is a "th. X." The 
English pound sign, which is believed 
to be the oldest monetary abbrevia- 
lon now in u.se, is the old initial let- 
?r by which the Romans expressed 
jwunds," just as we use the "lbs." 
It has been suggested that we use 
abbreviation backward, 
because the Romans in expressing 
'pounds" always said "libra decern" 
instead of "decern libra," the first 
being "pounds 10" and the latter "10 
pounds." When their initial letter 
or character was used it always pre- 
ceded the ligures, thus "£]',)." in- 
stead of the reverse. Thus the whole 
world has gat in the habit of doing 
these things backward.

The rapidity with which scientif c 
discoveries nowadays receive indus- 
trial application ia illustrated in tba 

plant for the mamtfaoture of liquid 

air, says the Baltimore Sun. As a 
refrigerator liquid air ia in demand, 
being the most powerful refrigerant. 
A further us& of Herr Linde's plant 
is the economical production, or, 
rather, concentration of oxygen, 
since in the proce^ of cooling and 
condensation the air in his apparatus 
steadily becomes richer in oxygen un- 
til the gas becomes 70 per cent of 
the product. At this strength 
oxygen pa.-, is sufficiently good for 
certain pracl ii':il purpo3<-s and 
mands purciias^^rs. The cost of tho 
gas thus prepared Ls much less than 
that oxygen obtained by any other 
process. 

The Lindo apparatus embnlces a 
powerful engine to compress air. 
■The comprcssoil air is cooled by 
ordinary means — cold water, for ex- 
ample. It is then passed into a 
spiral pipe over 100 yftvds long, whloh- 
pipe is inclosed in s seoond qriStt 
pipe. By letting a little of the com- 
pressed air in the inner pine escape 
int'i the sjiace between the tuM pipes 
a low temperature is o!it;uiicd, and 
the inner tube and its contents are 
further chilled. Each successive por- 
tion of tho compressed air in the in- 
ner pipe reaches the point of escape 
mto the outer piper, cooler than the 
portions that have preceded it, and 
thus reaches a lower temperature on 
expansion. The effect is cumulative, 
and at length the air flowing in the 
inner tulio is cabled to the point of 
li(luefaction, after which a continu- 
ous stream of liquid air is merely a 
question of engine power. 

Poisoned by Nutmegs. 

Tho tendency of the times is to 
find liorrible dangers in everything 
we eat and drink. One of tho latest 
discoveries in this line establishes 
tho fact that the wooden nutmeg of 
Connecticut is preferable to the nat- 
ural product. The Berlin Echo says 
that about C per cent, of the genuine 
article cousi.-ts ol a iat ty, poisonous 
oil. One grain of nutmeg may pro- 
duce death. A German giri_ lately 
ate two of the nuts, weighing 11 
grains. Shortly after eating them, 
she showed sj-mptoras of poisoning— 
diz;^ines«. cramps in t'le arms and 
logs, and at last, after having sw:il- 
loweii a Inr^re quantity of inilk, she 
\v;is kv'ux'd With vomiting. Then she 
fell oiiiot'-,- never to wake

A Bread Mada Direct From the Wheat, 

Is what threadded whole wheat 
biscuit is, and being twice cooked and 
evaporated for commerce, its keeping 
qualities are assured in anv climati 
hence it will be just as fresh in twelve 
months as it is now. This combined 
with the fact that it is easily prepar- 
ed, makea an eapeoially desirable 
summer food. The most simple of 
all, is to aerve in the place of oat 
meal, or as a summer dessert as fol- 
lows: Dip in milk and send to table, 
to be served with cream and a very 
little sugar, or crush in milk. 

Or as toast spread the tops well with 
butter, dip entirely and quickly in 
cold water,sift with salt and let s'and 
on baking pan three or four mimutes, 
to give time for the shred to entirely 
soften, set in the oven until hot, or frv 
in hot butter. Serve with fish, eggs, 
meat or a hard ranee ot butter and 
sugar, maple syrup or mock cream 
flavored with lemon. If thelcreara is 
cold and thick, lift the top of the bis- 
cuits after taking from theoven and lay 
in plentv of cold cream, and you have 
food fit for a king with little time, 
trouble or t \penpe and containing all 
the fourteen elements of nutrition 
required to sustain the fourteen ele- 
ments of the human body, which 
whole wheat is known to contain, 

If you want to live right, and do 
right to your fellow men and to 
yourself be sure you eat right, because 
if there is an excuse for crime it comes 
in the form of a one-sided diet. Does 
the diet effect the character of indi- 
viduals and Nationaf ia the subject 
we will nest discuss.
